IV. Executive Director’s Report: Rena Leddy recognized those Board Members (Mark 
Cohen, Jorge Flores, Darlene Kuba, Brian Taban, John Van den Akker) whose terms 
have come to an end with a plaque for their service to the Board.

d. Leddy informed the Board that the staff is gathering documents for the discovery 
phase of the Santiago lawsuit and 99 various items have been requested. 

e. A meeting with Brian Eck regarding DTLA 2040 is in production for after the 
New Year.

Party on 12/16/16 at 1 1 am in C855 at CMC. 

a. Rena Leddy informed the members that Chrysalis is working with operations 
management to make improvements including additional workers, training, and 
evaluation of best practices. 
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b. A proposal from STAR Parking to sublease the Field Office parking lot, to help 
reduce the BID’s budget, was presented to Board Members. The BID would 
receive $1700 to $2000 for the use of the parking lot. Price to be determined by 
the length of the contract, which would be for the remainder of the BID.

Re: CPA Firm Selection for 2016 Financial Audit (or) Review 


Management has obtained the attached 3 proposals to perform the 2016 Year Financial 
Audit (or) Review and Tax Returns Preparation (see comparison of fees on next page). 

An Audit requires the CPA to express a positive assurance while a Review requires the 
CPA to express a limited assurance. Thus an Audit is more in depth than a review. 

Contractually the BID is only required to have a Financial Review per the contract with 
the City of Los Angeles. However, the BID has historically had Audits instead of Reviews. 
For the prior year (2015), the Committee and Board approved a Review to save on cost 
with the idea of doing an Audit every other year. 

The BID has engaged GTL for the last 4 years after being with Stanislawski and Harrison 
(now CliftonLarsonAllen) for over 10 years. 

Based on satisfactory performance, ease to work with, BID experience and cost, 
Management recommends to continue to engage GTL to perform either an Audit or a 
Review.

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EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR'S REPORT 

January 19, 2017 


ADMINISTRATION 
Sidewalk Vending 

The Public Works Committee of the City Council met on December 12, 2016. After hearing public 
comment, which included Fashion District stakeholders and board members, they voted to move 
forward with the proposed framework for a proposed permitted sidewalk vending ordinance. 
Councilperson Ryu asked to include amnesty for all past and current vending violations. Councilperson 
O'Farrell asked for examples from other cities regarding property owner/business owner consent. The 
committee report will go before Council in 2017. The decriminalization of vending will move forward 
before inauguration day. A draft ordinance will be presented after the March election. R. Leddy has 
asked for a meeting with Huizar and some of the district property owners. 

BID Renewal Dates 

The Renewal Committee will begin meeting on January 17 th . Urban Place Consulting Group will provide 
an implementation timeline and explain the process to the committee. Leddy and Linda Becker have 
invited property owners to sit on the committee. 


Homelessness Policy Committee Meeting 

R. Leddy attended last month's CCA Homelessness Policy Committee, members heard from the 
Housing and Community Investment Department (HCID) and the City Administrative Office (CAO) 
regarding Measure HHH implementation and overall coordination of resources to address 
homelessness. We also received an update on the City + County + Community (C3) outreach 
program in Skid Row. 

Rushmore Cervantes, General Manager of HCID, shared information about Measure HHH, the 
recently approved $1.2B bond measure. Approximately $1B will be used to construct permanent 
supportive housing (PSH) and up to $200M can be used for homeless facilities, such as temporary 
shelter and storage. The goal is to build 1,000 units of PSH per year to house the chronically 
homeless. Currently, the City issued two funding requests per year for developers to respond to 
with affordable housing projects, including PSH. Now, with the new bond financing available, the 
City anticipates there will be four funding requests per year, and the challenge will be identifying 
another source of funding to fully leverage available resources. Projects are expected to utilize 4% 
and 9% Low Income Housing Tax Credits, No Place Like Home funding, and Cap and Trade funds as 
a leveraging source; however, those resources are limited. The City is currently trying to locate 
storage facilities throughout the City and is facing strong community opposition. There is a real 
concern that the PSH will face the same challenges. 
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Last year, the City allocated $138M to provide additional year-round crisis housing beds, new rapid- 
rehousing vouchers, the training of HOPE teams, and to create new employment opportunities for 
homeless individuals. There have been 254 new beds added, and now the citywide total is 
approximately 2,000 and about 2,000 adult and 88 youth have received rapid rehousing vouchers. 
Four new Hope teams were created and these teams partner with LAPD officers and LAHSA 
workers to provide homeless outreach. Additionally, there were 200 homeless clients placed in 
subsidized employment. These measures are being coordinated by the City's new homeless 
coordinator, Meg Barclay. 

C3 is an intensive outreach program that started in Skid Row approximately one year ago. The 
program provides consistent street outreach five days a week and partners with government and 
nonprofit organizations. There are about 2,000 homeless individuals living on the streets in Skid 
Row and the goal of C3 is to house this population in four years. The outreach teams are comprised 
of a mental health clinician, registered nurse, substance abuse counselor, LAHSA emergency 
response worker and an AmeriCorps member. From January to November of this year, the teams 
have engaged 1,501 people, placed 417 people in interim housing, assigned 312 people to 
permanent housing and moved 75 people into permanent housing. 


NEW DEVELOPMENT AND MISCELLANEOUS 
Another Hotel Conversion Planned on Broadway 

Onni Group purchased the Western Pacific Building for $56 million. The building located at 1031 
S. Broadway will be converted into a hotel. The 12 story building would be converted into 377 
extended stay hotel rooms. The project will also include a rooftop deck, club room, a fitness 
center and ground floor store front. The Western Pacific Building makes for three historic 
buildings at 11 th and Broadway, following the Case Hotel (to be the Proper Hotel DTLA) and the 
former Railway Building (to be the Hoxton Hotel). 

Tuck Hotel 

The Tuck Hotel, restaurant and bar, 820 S. Spring Street is now open. 

Heidi Merrick's DTLA Flagship Opens on 9 th Street 

Designer Heidi Merrick opened a flagship store at 115 W. 9 th Street, next to The Wood Spoon. 
Merrick runs production entirely in-house despite the high costs of making clothes in the US and 
uses leftover fabric for her home decor pieces. Every item from her label is created on-site in the 
downtown studio by a team of six, including three sewers and cutters. 

Measure S (Neighborhood Integrity Initiative): Economic Policy Analysis 

Measure S is a two-year ban on all construction requiring a General Plan amendment, zone change 
or adjustment to height restrictions. This is more than one-third of all construction in Los Angeles. 
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Independent economists Beacon Economics studied Measure S and recently released a report, 
which can be found here . 

The report found that Measure S will cost Los Angeles: 

• Over 12,000 jobs each year 

• Over $640 million in wages for workers each year 

• Nearly $2 billion in lost economic output each year 

• $70 million in sales, property, transient occupancy and other fiscal revenues each year— enough 
to hire over 1,000 new policemen or firefighters 

• $10.6 million loss to renters each year, increasing rents which will result in over $4.2 million in 
lost wages 

• Over $12 million each year for our local schools 

• $14 million each year for parks and recreational facilities generated through Quimby and Finn 
fees 

• $27 million in property tax revenue over the course of the two-year moratorium, and an 
additional $1.5 million each year in ongoing fiscal impacts 

• Over $10 million in lost sales tax revenue each year from combined upfront and ongoing 
construction and business activity

Cleaning 

Leddy and staff are continuing to meet with Chrysalis to discuss ways to improve their services. 
For the month of December Chrysalis is providing two additional sweepers at no cost in order 
to keep up with our busiest month. Additionally, we are working with Chrysalis on the 
following: 


Spot cleaning: Extra pressure washing focus during the day on corners 
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• Increased Training: Joel, Chrysalis Ops Manager & the Supervisors identified slower workers, 
retrained them, and will hold them accountable to completing routes to BID standards. 

• Removal of poor performance workers: despite additional training, two workers have not met 
expectations and have been removed from the contract. 

• Additional sweepers: two sweeper positions were added at Chrysalis' expense, one daytime and 
one nighttime shift, and will continue until Jason's return or the end of the year, whichever 
comes first. We anticipate having Jason back full time by Dec. 20, but in case this changes, we'll 
reevaluate in January. 

• Route Maps: some route maps were difficult to read and extended instructional time when 
deploying new workers. Joel is working with the Supervisors to simplify them. 

• Radios: Elmer and Joel reviewed all radios to identify which are not working properly in an effort 
to increase clearer communication between supervisors and workers. 

• Field Office Bathroom cleaning: A schedule has been implemented. At the end of the day and 
night shift, a sweeper will clean and a supervisor will inspect and sign-off on the cleanliness of 
the restroom and locker area. 

• Joel will continue to have a significant presence in the field and with the supervisors to make 
sure they have the support they need to address any issues.
